WILMINGTON — At the 
latest meeting of the Board 
of Selectmen, there was a 
report on a meeting in 
Boston regarding the New 
England Transrail which 
was attended by Town 
Manager Jeffrey Hull, Chair 
of the Selectmen Judith 
O’Connell, and Selectman 
Michael McCoy. 

The meeting took place on 
Dec. 15 and was organized 
by Kate Machet, Regional 
Director of Senator Ed Mar- 
key’s office. Members of the 
state and congressional del- 
egations turned out for the 
meeting, including represen- 
tatives from Senator Eliza- 
beth Warren’s office, from 
Congressman Seth Moul- 
ton’s office, State Repre- 
sentative Jim Miceli, State 
Senator Bruce Tarr, and 
Senator Ken Donnelly from 


Woburn’s delegations. Wo- 
burn Mayor Scott Galvin 
was also in attendance. 

The intent of the meeting 
was to point out the serious- 
ness of the issue with New 
England Transrail (NET) 
and to encourage the legisla- 
tive delegation to take what- 
ever steps they think are 
appropriate to influence the 
process of NET’s efforts to 
attain approval from the 
Service Transportation 
Board (STB). 

At the selectmen meeting, 
Hull stated, “My sense was 
that the congressional dele- 
gation was very supportive 
and receptive to the com- 
ments that we made. We did 
bring along a couple of aeri- 
al maps, which I think were 
really helpful in illustrating, 
specifically, the area that’s 
impacted, the proximity to 
residential areas. We made a 
number of very important 
points, one being that this 
area has already been trau- 


matized by a Superfund Site. 
But, then again, to allow for 
this kind of a transloading 
facility adds insult to injury.” 

They were not given: any 
specifics in terms of action 
that the congressional dele- 
gation will be taking. 
However, one advantage that 
the delegation has is “that 
they’re not constrained. by 
the comment deadlines that 
the town is, so they have 
easier access to comment- 
ing on some of the issues 
that came forward. 

The expectation is that the 
delegation will be meeting 
separately and the ‘Town 
Manager will hear in® the 
near future about the steps 
that they’re looking at taking.

900. Velleca had 599. 

The matter sparked a case 
that went to the state Su- 
preme Judicial Court, which 
ruled in 1978 that residency 
for voting purposes for pris- 
oners was not automatically 
in the location of the prison, 
but rather where they were 
domiciled prior to incarcera- 
tion.

As a resident of 
Concord, he was entitled to 
run. And he had a significant 
advantage: the prison popula- 
tion could vote. He led a voter 
registration drive, signing up 
300 voters, roughly half what 
he would need to win. 

His candidacy set the town 
aback. The chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen said he 
shouldn’t be allowed to run. 
But Massachusetts does not 


One issue he raised was 
the location of a Greyhound 
bus stop, which was a mile 
from the prison. He sought 
to relocate it to a point near 
the prison, to accommodate 
visitors. 

One resident was quoted 
saying, “I’m an _ ex-thief. 
They need an ex-thief on the 
board of selectmen, to make 
sure nobody steals anything.” 

Some people volunteered to 
help him. One volunteer was 
Lee Chemlen of Bedford, 
who worked in Wilmington 
in marketing for a defense 
contractor. He would occa- 
sionally approach the Town 
Crier for some typesetting. 
Chemlen set up a basketball 
game between some of the 
inmates and a team of off- 
season Patriots players.

Naloxone can save a life 


’ Dear editor, 

The use of Naloxone can 
save a life. Naloxone, also 
known as Narcan is an opioid 
antagonist used in opioid over- 
doses to counteract the life- 
threatening depression of the 
respiratory system. It allows 
an overdose victim to breathe 
normally. 

Although traditionally admin- 
istered by emergency response 
personnel, naloxone can be ad- 
ministered by lay people or 
public, making it ideal for 
treating heroin and other opi- 
oids overdoses. The training is 

.Simple and use of Naloxone 
‘results in a life saved. 
* Here is what occurs in an 
‘opioid overdose. When too 
*much of any opioid, like hero- 
*in, goes into too many recep- 
=tors, the respiratory system 
«Slows and the person breathes 
“more slowly, then not at all. 
-Because Naloxone basically 
-knocks the opioids out of the 
“opiate receptors in the brain, 
‘the overdose is reversed and 
‘the person is able to breathe 
4 a 
* However, it is a temporary 
drug that will wear off in 30-90 
Faninutes and the person 
-should be watched for signs of 
continued overdose. The over- 
<dose victim must seek med- 
‘ical assistance or call 911. 
* Lack of oxygen from opioid 
‘overdose may lead to brain 


injury in as little as four min- 
utes, yet the average EMS 
response time is 9.4 minutes. 
Seconds can count during an 
opioid overdose so it is vital if 
you have a loved one or friends 
who use, you need to have a 
plan in place. Most life threat- 
ening opioid emergencies 
occur in the home, witnessed 
by friends or family. 

Brand names of Naloxone 
are Evzio, Narcan injection, 
and Narcan Nasal Spray. 
They all come with simple, 
lifesaving directions and are 
easy to administer. Upon pur- 
chase, read and know how to 
use these devices and keep 
them readily available. 

Some states have a third- 
party law where a concerned 
parent, employee or nurse at 
a school can obtain Naloxone 
and administer it without 
facing legal repercussions 
(known as the good Sama- 
ritan act). If you come in 
contact with a high-risk indi- 
vidual, you should have this 
lifesaving overdose antidote.

Course 
change 
helps 


students 
learn

About three years ago, 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School decided to make a 
curriculum change by re- 
inventing the level courses 
offered to students. Ori- 
ginally, TMHS had four 
levels consisting of Ad- 
vanced Placement courses, 
Honors courses, a Level 
one course, and a Level two 
course. 

Administration believed 
that in removing the level

two course it would result 
in stopping tracking. Trac- 
king is separating students 
by academic ability into 
groups for all subjects. In a 
tracking system, the entire 
school population is as- 
signed to classes according 
to whether the students' 
overall achievement is 
above average, normal, or 
below average. 

Students attend academic 
classes only with students 
whose overall academic 
achievement is the same 
as their own. The goal of 
removing level two was to 
promote high expectations 
for all students. After the 
removal of level two, the 
courses that would be 
offered to students include 
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an Advanced Placement 
course, an Honors course, 
and a College Preparatory 
course. 

In result of the removal of 
level two, class sizes have 
increased; _ particularly 
honors classes. CP classes 
now house the former 
Level two students and 
those Level one students 
who don't want the rigor of 
an honors class. 

So what exactly was the 
reason for such a dramatic 
change in the curriculum? 
That is a question that has 
puzzled the staff and stu- 
dents at TMHS for three 
years. With the new sched- 
ule implemented, many 
continue to struggle even 
more due to the shorter 
time classes have to offer. 
Talking with assistant 
principal Jason Stamp, he 
explains the need for the 
change. 

“At the time we were look- 
ing at requirements, and

Block, Liberty Tax Service 


and Jackson Hewitt. You 
want to be sure you find 
someone with knowledge, 
education and experience 
and who also charges a rea- 
sonable fee. 

While tax preparation soft- 
ware may cost less up front, 
it’s definitely not for every- 
one. A lot depends on how 
much tax knowledge the 
person using the software 
has, and how much time 
they’re willing to invest. 

This do-it-yourself ap- 
proach works best for peo- 
ple with simple returns 
that only involve W-2 forms 


and interest statements. — 


Most programs will ask the 
user the right questions 
and offer help in clarifying 
tax terms, ete.

' tion. ‘In just over one year, 48

ed 'the six-month program 


with only one of those 48 
recidivating. The program 
has drawn national atten- 
tion, with the Office of Na- 
tional Drug Control Policy 
inviting the Middlesex Sher- 
iff’s Office to present in a 
number of forums, including 
at the White House. 

“HUMV and MATADOR are 
initiatives that are having 
tremendous impacts in the 
lives of those placed in our 
custody, their families and 
the .community at-large,” 
said Sheriff Koutoujian. 

Looking forward, the Sher- 
iff discussed a newly formed 
collaboration that includes 
the Middlesex Sheriff’s Of- 
fice and more than 20 county 
police departments aimed at 
breaking the cycle of incar- 
ceration for those suffering 
from mental health and sub- 
stance use disorders in part 
by increasing opportunities 
for diversion to treatment. 
Formed as part of the White 
House’s Data-Driven Justice 
(DDJ) Initiative, the local 
collaboration will continue 
beyond the end of the Oba- 
ma Administration. 

“These are issues we can- 
not arrest and incarcerate 
our way out of,” said Sheriff 
Koutoujian, noting 46 per- 
cent of all new admittances 
to the Middlesex Jail and 
House of Correction report a 
history of mental illness and 
43 percent require medical 
detoxification. “As proud as 
I am of the programs and 
efforts we have inside out 
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facility, you should not have 
to come to jail to receive 
treatment and care.” 

Also looking towards the 
future, Sheriff Koutoujian 
discussed the ongoing local 
and national debate over 
criminal justice reform. A 
founding member of Law 
Enforcement Leaders to Re- 
duce Crime and Incarcer- 
ation, and a member of 
Council of State Govern- 
ments Working Group study- 
ing the criminal justice sys- 
tem in Massachusetts, Sher- 
iff Koutoujian has become a 
leading voice for smart jus- 
tice policies including for 
increasing opportunities for 
diversion of appropriate low- 
level offenders suffering 
from mental health and sub- 
stance use disorders, and 
the implementation of a val- 
idated pre-trial risk assess- 
ment tool.

The younger play-

This week, let’s look at 
the best bids and plays by 
junior players (under 26) 
last year. 

First, a good defense by 
Filip Jelic from Serbia. 

Six hearts is no bargain, 
but if you push there, you 
must try to make it. In this 
sequence, South’s move 
over four hearts was ques- 
tionable. 

With an unavoidable 
club loser and only nine top 
tricks (one spade, five 
hearts, one diamond and 
two clubs), South has to 
play the spade suit without 
loss. He must find West 
with the king, but what 
about the 10? 

The right line is to win 
with dummy’s diamond 
ace, ruff ‘the diamond 10 in 
hand, draw trumps (the 2-2 
break doesn’t hurt) and 
play three rounds of clubs. 

If the clubs are 4-2, and 
South has to ruff the fourth 
round, then he should lead 
the spade queen from hand. 
Maybe West will not cover.

Children’s Hospital 
Halfpints unit will conduct a blood drive 
on her behalf on Thursday, Feb. 2 at 
MVP in Tewksbury in an effort to col- 
lect blood donations which may go 
directly to Brigitte. 

Brigitte needs B+ (positive) blood for 
her surgery, but all types are needed at 
the drive. 

According to mom Shannon Kaiser, 
“we are hopeful that this surgery will 
carry Brigitte for long while,” noting 
that the valve being replaced is deterio- 
rating, so as she grows it will need to be 
larger to accommodate her. 

During the surgery, Brigitte’s main 
pulmonary artery will be dilated and 
her right ventricular outflow tract will 
be reconstructed with a conduit and she 
will receive biological pulmonary valve 
replacement. The surgery itself is 
lengthy and has a lot of risk. 

“She will be on cardiac bypass for a 


“She won’t want to miss anything,” 
said Shannon. Brigitte has been tiring 
more easily due to the strain on her 
heart right now, but she still gets up and 
out to attend the basketball practices, 
mainly at 8 or 9 at night. 

Kaiser is hoping the recovery, with no 
complications, will get Brigitte right 
back to school after February break. 

“We are so grateful to MVP for giving 
us the space for this blood drive,” she 
said.

our government intended, 
and to take on the complex 
challenges that our state 
faces respectfully with a 
purpose of solving problems 
and not ignoring them.”

Tarr, a Gloucester native 
and graduate of Gloucester 
High School, has served in 
the Legislature since first 
being elected to the House of 
Representatives in 1990 after 
having earned a law degree 


from Suffolk University. He 
first joined the Senate in 
1995 and represents 163,000 
residents of the First Essex 
and Middlesex Senatorial 
District, is comprised of 17 
communities including: the 
city of Gloucester and the 
towns of Boxford, Essex, 
Georgetown, Groveland, 
Hamilton, Ipswich, Man- 
chester-by-the-Sea, Middle- 
ton, Newbury, North An- 
dover precincts five through 
eight, Rockport, Rowley, 
Wenham and West Newbury, 
North Reading and  Wil- 
mington.

we just decided to try it,” 
says Julie Kelley. 

Besides helping to take 
care of the bees and harvest 
the honey twice a year, Sean 
and Katheryn also. con- 
tribute by spreading their 
knowledge about the bees. 

“My daughter loves to go to 
the library and tell people 
about the bees because 
they’re fascinating. It’s her 
favorite thing,” Kelley says. 

The Kelleys have been giv- 
ing back to the community 
with more than education 
and donating honey thanks 
to their bees. 

“Farmers, once they -find 
out you have bees, call you. 
So we really like working 
with the farmers in town 
because they get pollination 
and we get honey,” she says. 

Bees pollinate 30 percent of 
the world’s crops, according 
to the Natural Resources 


Defense Council, which 
makes them very important 
to healthy local crops. 

After their bees pollinate 
local crops, they return to 
their hives with local pol- 
lens, which, Kelley insists, 
are very good for you. 

“Our honey is raw, so we 
literally take it from the 
hives, spin it out of the 
frames, and put it in jars. It 
has all of the local pollens, 
and it’s better for you to 
have that as opposed to 
pollen from other places. 
Honey that’s not raw is 
boiled and filtered to remove 
the pollen, so it’s not as 
healthy,” she says. 

Tewksbury Honey has been 
selected as a finalist for the 
northeast in the 2017 Good 
Food Awards, chosen out of 
2,000 entries for their dis- 
tinct flavor and benefit to 
the environment. The Kel- 
leys sent in their spring har- 
vest, which has more of a 


light and floral taste. com- 
pared to the stronger honey 
taste of their fall harvest, to 
the blind taste test and await 
the winning announcement 
on Jan. 20. 

The Kelley family is willing 
to trade in all of their free 
time for bee time, because 
they know how important 
bees are to the environment 
and they’ve made a commit- - 
ment to making a difference. 

“It’s a lot of work,” says 
Julie Kelley, “and you do 
have to get past the fear of - 
getting stung, but they’re 
honeybees and not wasps. 
We’ve been watching _and 
learning a lot about them.”

dress some changes in office 
in January of 2017.
